Redistricting Complicated

Figuratively holding a l a w 
book in each hand, and with a 
Suprem e Court 
order hanging 
over its head, City Council will 
he required to go to work in

be no tim e for

IT ’S ALL keyed to the next 
lederal census, which will he 
m ade in 1970.

WASHINGTON - 'The dramatic emphasis 
given this week to the ceremony 
a t which a 
new chief justice was sworn In may tend t» 
leave the impres.sion that whoever presides 
over the Supreme Court has more power than 
the other eight justices.

It has beein natural perhaps to use the phrase 
“Warren court” to characterize the trend in the 
majority opinions handed down while Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren headed the court. Over the years, a 
majority or mincrity has also been described as 
“con.servatave” or “liberal” w even “radical.” 


FOR IN THE 18 YEARS during wWch Chief 
Justice Warren was on the court, tiwre was an 
inclination on the part of a majority to “inter­ 
pret” the Constitution to such an extent that he 
rulings were widely regarded as virtually 
amendments to tbe Constitution itself. 


Because so manv of the deci'wns* of the high 
court are of a technical nature, the public is 
usually faniinar only with tbe results rather 
than the reasoning by which the majority 
reaches its conclusions.

which the Viet Cong is known, will not be over­ 
looked by most Americans. 
Such a wedding if consummated could bring 
into being the first formal nationwide coalition 
between paramilitary black militants and the 
white radicals who engineered so much turmoil 
and destruction on the campuses of the nation. 
Each partner in the marriage would bring to 
the union its own particular assets The Panth­ 
ers would contribute guns and goon squads for 
muscle rn demonstrations plus experts in the 
use of firearms and sabotage 
The students would offer their organizing 
skills, knowledge of propaganda and the sup­ 
port of some of the wealthy members of the old 
left. 
The partners in the alliance undoubtedly are 
operating on the premise that in un/ion there is 
strength. 
Members of society who are considered part 
of the Establishment, the “enemy” of the revo­ 
lutionists. may be pardoned, in this instance, if 


their wish for the “bride and groom" is — a 
short marriage and a quick divorce 


Long Range Censorship 


The totally repressive, authoritarian and dic­ 
tatorial nature of the rulers of the Soviet Union 
was evidenced again last Friday when the Rus­ 
sian government attempted to tell the Washing­ 
ton Post what it could not publish. 
Through the press counselor at the Soviet em­ 
bassy in Washington, the message was passed 
to our State Department that the Moscow bu­ 
reau of the Washington Post would be closed if 
the newspaper contributed to publish the series 
of stories by Anatol Shub who was expelled 
from Russia iii May because of alleged anti-so­ 
viet writings. 
The Russians apparently think they can ex­ 
tend their iron-fisted tyranny into the United 
States, the citadel of freedom, and compel an 
independent newspaper to suppress the writings 
of an independent journalist. 
Imagine our government attempting to pre­ 
vent a Russian writer from saying whatever he 
wanted to say about the United States when 
we do not attempt to stop American radicals 
from speaking profanely of their native land. 
The informative in-depth articles written bv 
Mr Shub reveal much of the internal machina­ 
tions of the Soviet power structure and gives 
the reader an insight into Russia as it really is. 
Undoubtedly 
his 
words are hurting. 
The 
“ shoe” fits but. the Russian rulers don’t like to 
put it on. Consequently their pathetically ob­ 
vious attempt to censor an American writer 
within the safety of America. 


Revealing SDS Convention 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
convention in Chicago was an eye-opener for 
some young people — or at least it should have 
been. 
Deep disagreement between warring factions 
ended up with two groups electing national offi­ 
cers and each group claims to be the real SDS. 
So-called SDS regulars picked Mark Rudd — 
leader of the 1968 Columbia University disor­ 
ders — as their national secretary. 
Dissident Progressive I^abor party members 
tapped John Pennington as national secretary. 
Election of two slates of officers is only one 
manifestation of discord that occurred through­ 
out the convention. 
Squabbling over inclusion of the Black Panth­ 
er party rn the SDS organization and the role of 
the Women's Liberation Movement led to the 
expulsion of the Progressive Labor party 
B e f o r e the final split came about, speakers 
were shouted down and epithets hurled hack and 
forth between rival factions 
So course and complex was the terror of the 
national convention, some students became dis­ 
illusioned by the sideshow and withdrew Onp 
Chicago youth symbolized the feeling of some of 
the delegates when tie burned his SDS member­ 
ship card. 
It would seem that students looking to the 
SDS for “ leadership” would he appalled to see 
the organization resort to tactics it claims are 
tools of a capitalistic-imperialistic society. 
The SDS hypocrisy showed plainly at the Chi­ 
cago affair 
That is not to say that the members of the 
two SDS factions are not dedicated to the over­ 
throw (rf “capitalism and imperialism ” They 
app _ and (they will continue disruptive tactics. 
But they have shown their idealogy has 
flaws and their tactics are tainted 
We believe this is important for two reasons. 
First, it will make membership much more 
difficult. 
Second, it will enable campus administrators 
to take stronger action against SDS outbursts 


without fear of engendering student sympathy 
for the radicals

Panthers Look To The Future 


WASHINGTON - Not even the blue of a 
cop’s uniform irritates Black Panther cabinet 
“ministers” as much as the smirk of left intel­ 
lectuals who see the party as a conglomeration 
of motley, undisciplined bands 
shoot-outs, shout-ins. clenched 
fists, 
and 
a 
black-uniform 
version of the Third Reich’s 
brown-shirted youth 
A n g r i l y today, Panther 
chiefs are telling the new left 
that the uniforms, the mili- 
t a r y organization and the 
ministerial cabinet infrastruc­ 
ture are not evidence of a 
Victor Riesel 
mock class war. They are not playthings of an 
imaginary' nationalism. 
These are the signs — the indelible evidence 
— of efforts by knowledgeable, .sophisticated, 
and even brilliant Marxists-I^eiunists-Maoists- 
Panthers to build a permanent, heavily armed, 
guerilla-trained, revolutionary black organiza­ 
tion in the U.S. 
They admit that many join their cadres mere­ 
ly to kill. But they report that those who want 
to murder without a cause, those who want to 
steal without a philosophy, and those who now 
want to go “ pig-hurting” with disregard for the 
final conflict — the overthrow of capitalism — 
are expelled 


OF ALL THIS there is no doubt Ifs all docu­ 
mentable. Some of the party's inner apparatus 
is fashioned after J Stalin’s early organization. 
Some of the structuring is based on Mao’s and 
Che’s latter-day revolutionary technique. 
Thus the movement has been pressured dow'n 
to some 1.500 to 1.600 revolutionary, disciplined 
Panthers. They meet .secretly in some 30 chap­ 
ters. These are under constant surveillance by 
the party's own version of the Communist 
world's “Control Commission.” 
Panther inspector generals ride the circuit 
for fly it). They’ve wiped out whole chapters 
they didn’t trust. Elsewhere they have expelled 
fully half a unit’s membership. Young men and 
women 
suspected of 
informing 
have 
been 
“jumped.” beaten and there has been at least 
one Mafia-like torture killing. 
New members are warned they must read 
and discipline themselves to stay “ inside 
They must do revolutionary work among the 
working “masses.” Former leaders such as 
Stokely Carmichael 
(until 
recently 
Panther 
Minister of Defense) and national leader Eld­ 
ridge Cleaver are talked of in terms compara­ 
ble to the Aesopian language of Socialist emula­ 
tion Both men are accomplished Marxists and 
Leninists. Thev arc extremely well read and in­ 
timates have heard them give brilliant analyses 
— heavily creaking with citations— of Marxist 
thought. Carmichael, it now can be revealed, is 
operating out of Conakry, Republic of Guinea in 
West Africa Something’s brewing in that tepid, 
humid nation Cleaver, of course, is in Fidel 
Castro's hands. 


Theres no reprieve for members from the 
Panthers' own cia™, war on society. Members 
must read two hours a day. Attendance is com­ 
pulsory at two three-hour sessions weekly on 
revolutionary thought, theory and pragmatic ac­ 
tion And they sure sweat it out. Their's is a 
war as fervent as it is bloody They have their 
own set of bibles. 


THERE ARE 12 to be exact: Among them 
are Mao’s thoughts, ‘Selected Military’ Writing 
of Mao Tse-tung” ; Mao’s “On Practice” ; Lin 
Piao’s “ I/ong Live the Victory of Peonies 
War” ; “ The Communist Manifesto” ; “State 
and Revolution” by Lenin and several Malcolm 
X books 
Rut education in political orientation hardly 
excludes gun practice The rule is that each 
member must “own and be proficient in the use 
of at least two guns.” 
At the executive sessions and cell meetings 
there is, of course, the talk of “ pig-killing ” 
They mean it They look to the day when in ad­ 
dition to the free breakfasts and free hospital 
clinics they will have their own “ police patrol.” 
But. say the theoreticians, the time is not yet. 
It will come “only when the community is 
armed 
and a gun sticks out of every window 
every time the pigs stop someone in the com­ 
munity.” 
This talk seeps out. It does disturb the gener­ 
ally peaceful neighborhoods. In turn, this be­ 
comes the psychological background for terror­ 
izing some of the people and pressuring others. 


THE PANTHERS DON’T pressure for mem­ 
bers. They would rather have action. They 
know that most of the community does what 
comes naturally — goes to work in the morning 
and returns in search of a peaceful evening at 
home. 
Gradually, even in the big cities such as New 
York where there are four chapters, the Panth­ 
ers’ intelligence system learns where many of 
the neighbors work 
And so we come to what now is disturbing la­ 
bor. management and government circles. 
The Panthers, more skilled and disciplined 
than the SDS, are preparing “work-outs” if 
compared with the SDS’s summer “work-ins ” 
They plan to whip up picket lines — or join 
them where they find them. They plan to pres­ 
sure community folk not to cross those lines at 
the factory — or else take the consequences in 
the neighborhoods. 
They are in a far more strategic position to 
disrupt the “system” than is the SDS. And they 
plan “the action" at the big mills. They’re revo­ 
lutionists. They don’t want to die for the cause. 
They want to live and fight for it They don’t 
want massive confrontations They want to hit 
and run, snipe and hide, live and shoot another 
day. And disrupt where they can as often as 
they can. And they will 
Let’s understand the nature of this revolution. 
The Black Panthers Party mean those clenched 
fists — and those military uniforms.

Changing Court 


WASHINGTON - The dramatic emphasis 
given this week to the ceremony at which a 
new chief justice was sworn in may tend to 
leave the impression that whoever presides 
over the Supreme Court has more power than 
the other eight justices. 


When decisions are made, however, the chief 
justice has only one vote and he can be outvot­ 
ed by eight-to-one, The chief justice does co-or­ 
dinate the work of the court and arranges the 
administrative details of its operation but the 
rulings are the responsibilities of all the jus­ 
tices voting as individuals. 


It has been natural perhaps to use the phrase 
“ Warren court” to characterize the trend in the 
majority opinions handed down while Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren headed the court. Over the years, a 
majority or minority has also been described as 
“conservative” or “liberal” or even “radical.” 


FOR IN THE IR YEARS during which Chief 
Justice Warren was on the court, there was an 
inclination on the part of a majority to “ inter­ 
pret” the Constitution to such an extent that he 
rulings 
were widely regarded 
as 
virtually 
amendments to the Constitution itself. 


Because so many of the decision,^ of the high 
court are of a technical nature, the public is 
usually familiar only with the results rather 
than the reasoning by which the majority 
reaches its conclusions. 


The big change in the court's position In his­ 
tory started in 1937, when President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt severely criticized its rulings and 
asked Congress to pass a law enlarging the 
court from nine to possibly 15 justices. 


This would have given him a chance to make 
as many as six new appointments and thus ob­ 
tain a majority to his liking. This proposal was 
called “court-packing” and Congress did not 
approve because public opinion reacted against 
It 


By fortuitious circumstances, vacancies un­ 
cured on the court and Mr. Roosevelt, in the 
next four years, had the opportunity to appoint 
enough new justices to provide a majority 
whose views were in line with his own thinking 
on current questions. 


The shift came soon, as a majority of the 
justices abandoned the long-standing principle 
that, once the Supreme Court makes a decision, 
the only way it can be reversed is bv an 
amendment to the Constitution. 


Mr Roosevelt had i n his speeches expressed 
the belief that this method was “difficult” and 
“ time-consuming” and that the court should Pit 
its decisions to any changing era. 


As a consequence, the new justices tended to 
let their own concepts on sociological problems 
and questions of national policy dominate their 
rulings. From that time on. an oligarchy of five 
men has been able, in many instances, to pro­ 
claim rulings which amount to alterations of 
the Constitution itself. 


When Judge Warren E. Burger of the 
U S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals was nominated bv the 
President recently to bt* chief justice, Mr. Nix­ 
on referred to him as a ‘strict constructionist.” 


This perhaps conveyed the idea that the new 
chief justice would favor the upholding of long- 
established precedents and would not approve 
of arbitrary interpretations which, though meri­ 
torious in objective, had the effect of amending 
the Constitution 


IRRESPECTIVE OF' whether the pew Jus­ 
tices appointed in the next few years change 
the ways of the court, it seems likely that the 
American people inevitably will insist upon hav­ 
ing a voice in any rewriting of the Constitution. 


Constitutional conventions can be held period­ 
ically to enable the people themselves to re­ 
verse decisions of the high court and make 
changes in the Constitution 


The states have a right to request Congress 
to call a constitutional convention which can 
adopt amendments on any subject Such propos­ 
als must be ratified by three fourths of 
he 
states and the approval of Congress is not re­ 
quired

su ccu mbed to the tight money 
squ eeze. 
High mortgage interest costs 
hav e d epressed the hou sing ou t­ 
look and sent most lu mber 
prices to less than half their 
Febru ary lev el. The lu mber in­ 
d u stry fears the sag may slow 
the 
progress 
of 
legislation 
aimed at taking the roller-coast­ 
er effect ou t of lu mber prices. 
“If the hou sing start situ ation 
improv es, I think we will see 
frightening increases in wood 
i 
rod u ct 
prices,” 
Blrnest 
J. 
lod ges, presid ent of the Ameri­ 
can Forest Institu te pred icted in 
an interv iew. 
A ty pical ply wood item, qu ar­ 
ter-inch 
interior sand ed 
ply ­ 
wood , plu nged from $144 per 
thou sand squ are feet in Febru ­ 
ary to $62 in early Ju ne, he said . 
Bu t the cost of the raw mate­ 
rial—from

forests,

Althou gh 
officials d ecline to giv e any d e­ 
tails ind ications are it contains 
new ev id ence linking cigarette 
smoking to cancer, heart d is­ 
ease and bronchial trou bles as 
well as other illnesses, 
“It certainly contains no sig- 
iiificant negativ e ev id ence that 
refu tes any prev iou s conclu ­ 
sion.” said Dr. Daniel Asnes of 
the National Clearinghou se on 
Smoking and Health. 
Asnes, in charge of pu tting 
¡ou t the report, said its find ings 
were part of a “continu ing story 
that is being wov en” linking 
smoking to d i.sease. 
The report is d u e to be sent to 
Congress Ju ly 1, one d ay after 
(he ex piration of the 1965 law 
that forbad e gov ernment regu ­ 
lation of cigarette ad v ertising 
for fou r y eans. 
Und er the 1%5 law, manu fac­ 
tu rers were requ ired to carry a 
health warning on all packages 
of cigarettes that said : “Cau ­ 
tion: cigarette smoking may be 
hazard ou s to y ou r health.” 
The Hou se of Representativ es, 
in what amou nted to a solid v ic- 


twy for tobacco interests, last 
week approv ed a bill that wou ld 
tou ghen the warning on ciga­ 
rette packages bu t also wou ld 
¡ex tend the ban on regu lation for 
lanctliei six y ears.

The new smoking report will 
be the third pu t ou t by the gov ­ 
ernment since the su rgeon gen­ 
eral’s famou s 1964 report that 
pointed the first official finger 
of accu sation at cigarettes. It 
cited a “cau .sativ e” relationship 
between smoking and nu merou s 
d iseases, most notably lu ng can­

Now Lumbermen's Headache 
Lumber Prices Succumb 
To Tight Money ‘Squeeze, 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lum 
ber prices have ceased to be a 
major headache to homebuild­ 
ers. Now they’re a headache to 
lumbermen. 
The sky-high lumber prices of 
a few months ago, which wer­ 
en’t even joggled by public and 
Congressional 
outcries, 
have 
succumbed to the tight money 
squeeze. 
High mortgage interest costs 
have depressed the housing out­ 
look 
and 
sent 
most 
lumber 
prices to less than half their 
February level. The lumber in­ 
dustry fears the sag may slow 
the 
progress 
of 
legislation 
aimed at taking the roller-coast­ 
er effect out of lumber prices. 
“If the housing start situation 
improves, I think we will see 
frightening increases in wood 
product 
prices,” 
Ernest 
J. 
Hodges, president of the Ameri­ 
can Forest Institute predicted in 
an interview. 
A typical plywood item, quar­ 
ter-inch 
interior 
sanded 
ply­ 
wood, plunged from $144 per 
thousand square feet in Febru­ 
ary to $62 in early June, he said 
But the cost of the raw mate­ 
rial—-from 
national 
forests, 
where most of the nation's soft­ 
wood timber stands—rose 135 
per cent last year and remains 
high. 
“As a result many mills have 
closed their doors and cannot 
reoj.c'" them until more timber 
becomes available, 
regardless 
of how 
the 
housing 
market 
moves.” Hodges said. 
The recent increase in the 
C 
rime bank interest rate was 
ad news for housing, which al­ 


ready had suffered a four-month 
decline blamed on high mort­ 
gage 
interest 
rates. 
Private 
new-home starts skidded in May 
to an annual rate of 1.5 million, 
compared with nearly 1.9 mil­ 
lion in January. 
Both rates fell far short of the 
10-year goal of 2.6 million starts 
annually, posted bv the Housing 
Act of 1968. 
The goal cannot possibly be 
met if mortgage rates stay up, 
housing men agr^e. And when 
and if interest comes down, the 
respite for homebuilders and 
homebuyers may b e brief. A 
housing recovery almost inevi­ 
tably will send lumber costs 
soaring again. 
Shortages of timber are al­ 
most 
immediately 
translated 
into price increases because the 
government lets its contracts to 
private operators for cutting on 
oublic lands by bidding. 
The Nixon administration took 
several stopgap steps to im­ 
prove 
timber 
supplies 
when 
lumber prices went into orbit 
earlv this year, but the industry 
is staking its hopes for im­ 
proved long-term price stability 
on the national forest timber 
supply bill. 
This would earmark receipts 
from timber sales to improve 
access roads and otherwise in­ 
crease the output from national 
forests, wrile protecting the for­ 
est reserves. 
Though the important result 
for consumers and homebuyers 
would be to eliminate extreme 
lumber price upswings, the lum­ 
ber industry is united in the 
bill’s support.

debate over curtailing cigarette 
advertising. 
The report is expected to go to 
Congress next week. Although 
officials decline to give any de­ 
tails indications are it contains 
new evidence linking cigarette 
smoking to cancer, heart dis­ 
ease and bronchial troubles as 
well as other illnesses. 
“ It certainly contains no sig­ 
nificant negative evidence that 
refutes 
any 
previous 
conclu­ 
sion.” said Dr. Daniel Asnes of 
the National Clearinghouse on 
Smoking and Health. 
Asnes, in charge of putting 
out the report, said its findings 
were part of a “continuing story 
that is being woven” linking 
smoking to disease. 
The report is due to be sent to 
Congress July I, one day after 
the expiration of the 1965 law 
that forbade government regu­ 
lation of cigarette advertising 
for four years. 
Under the 1965 law, manufac­ 
turers were required to carry a 
health warning on all packages 
of cigarettes that said: “Cau­ 
tion: cigarette smoking may be 
hazardous to your health.” 
The House of Representatives, 
in what amounted to a solid vic­ 


tory for tobacco interests, last 
week approved a bill that would 
toughen the warning on ciga­ 
rette packages but also would 
extend the ban on regulation for 
another six years. 
Both the Federal Trade and 
Communications 
commissions 
have said that if the law expired 
they would take steps that even­ 
tually would end all advertising 
of cigarettes. 
Although the bill expires next 
Tuesday, the FTC and FCC 
could not act before extensive 
hearings. 
The new bill passed the House 
with relative ease but faces 
much tougher going in the Sen­ 
ate. Democrat Frank Moss of 
Utah 
has 
promised 
detailed 
hearings by his Commerce sub­ 
committee and has said that if 
all else failed he would try to 
block the bill by filibuster. 
The new smoking report will 
be the third put out by the gov­ 
ernment since the surgeon gen­ 
eral’s famous 1964 report that 
pointed the first official finger 
of accusation at cigarettes. It 
cited a “causative” relationship 
between smoking and numerous 
diseases, most notably lung can­ 
cer

time a housewife shops, up to a 
nickel of each dollar she spends 
pays the shopkeeper for his loss­ 
es due to crime. 
“ It has t o be brought home to 
the consumer that she pays for 
theft,” said James Gordon Gilk- 
ey, vice president of Carson Pi- j 
rie Scott & Co., a Chicago-based 
department store chain. 
“We 
have to pass along this shrink­ 
age to customers as part of our 
costs.” 
la sses from thefts of all types 
average 1.5 per cent of all sales 
in department stores, according 
to Carson Pirie Scott Chairman 
C. Virgil Martin. Among Chica-; 
go stores the average is I 89 per j 
cent and losses are upwards of 5 
per cent for several chains of 
discount stores, he said. This 
does not include the cost of in­ 
surance and crime protection. 
“The customer pays in a num­ 
ber of ways other than money.” ; 
says J. Gary Taylor, general 
manager of Rergdorf Goodman. 
a New York store. “She loses in 
service as the store is forced to 
pay for crime and cut services 
she used to get free. She also! 
loses in availability of selec­ 
tion.” 
“We used to deal with theft as 
an exception to the rule," Tay­ 
lor said. “ But now it’s an on-j 
going problem."

such proportions that the Na­ 
tional 
Industrial 
Conference 
Board has scheduled a one-day 
meeting in New York Thursday 
to discuss the effect of crime on 
the corporation. 
The Senate's Select Commit­ 
tee on Small Business is holding 
hearings to determine the ex­ 
tent and causes of crime against 
business. It plans to offer legis­ 
lation attacking the problem on 
a nationwide level. The commit­ 
tee also is looking for ways busi­ 
nessmen can prevent losses due 
to thefts. 
A 
study on 
crime 
against 
small business sponsored bv the 
Senate committee put the total 
cost of crime against business 
at. $3 billion in 1968. This figure 
does not. include losses in the 
distribution 
and 
transport 
of 
goods. 
Albert J. Reiss, a professor at 
the University of Michigan, who 
headed the study broke down 
the 
business 
crime 
bill 
this 
way: 
Burglars stole $958 million, 
vandalism cost $813 million and 
shoplifters took some $504 mil­ 
lion 
Other losses came from 
employe theft. $381 million; bad 
checks, $316 million, and rob­ 
beries. $77 million. 
Reliable figures on the cost of 
thefts against the transport in-1 


dustry 
aren't 
available 
but 
truckers estimate the loss at 
more than $1 billion annually. 
Law officials agree, however, 
that reported crime is only the 
top of the iceberg. Businessmen 
as well as individuals often fail 
to report thefts. 
In the past, some stores have 
denied 
that crime costs are 
passed on to the consumers, 
saying losses are taken from 
profits or that they are covered 
by a reserve. 
Reiss rejects such statements 
as ridiculous. 
“In a

counting system losses due to 
crime arb a cost of doing busi­ 
ness,” he said.

ANSW HR; Energy is often spoken of as the ability to do 
work. We could call it the ability to play, too — like the 
boys having fun sailing over the hurdles in our picture. 
Energy powers us for everything we do, in somewhat the 
way energy powers your family car. It is energy generated 
by exploding gasoline inside the cylinders which makes 
your car go. We get bodily energy because our food, 
having been digested, is distributed to the body cells and is 
there slowly burned in a process called oxidation. Body 
warmth is one result of oxidation. Release of energy is 
another. Certain foods arc specially valuable in this way. 
Foods like sugar, bread, potatoes, various fruits — a 
group called carbohydrates — serve as fuel for our bodily 
furnaces. Another highly im portant group of energy foods 
are the fats; we illustrate some of the sources of these. Fat 
a good well-balanced diet and you will get enough of both 
kinds of energy foods to keep you on the jum p all the 
time.
